Stories of a Woridertnl ••Strike." Se- 


vere Storm* in .Colorado, 


Denver, Colo.. Jan. 30—g. special to 


the News from Cripple Creek, Colo., 
says of a recent "strike" "in Isabella 
gold mine: 


"Your corespondent saw chunks of 


sylvanite three inches thick, and solid 
metal and cbunka of oxidized, ore the 
same width, that he whittled with his 
pocket knife. 
No aaoays have been 


made on $»e rock. It is not necessary, 
but pieces of free gold ore, if ore it 
can be called, run over $500,000 per 
ton, 
Mollle Gibson never produced 


an ore that caned more ounces of sil- 
ver per ton than this Isabella ore does 
gold 
with every hours work. The 


streak is lengthening and widening. 
Joining this metallic body is six feet 
of quartz that will run from $1000 to 
$2000 per ton. 


"Manager Kilburn said to'your cor- 


respondent: 'I do not like to say any- 
thing that will excite the people any 
more than they are at present. The 
metallic ore body has doubled in size 
both ways since yesterday morning. 
Some pieces of ore are 80 per cent, 
gold. I never saw such mineral, and 
T^don't believe its Kke "was -ever mined 
in this or any other camp in the world. 
We have had no assays taken on the 
rock, but a ton 1>f it could be picked 
out that would run anywhere from 
$50,000 to $200,000 per ton.' 


"Armed g-uards are patching the 


property. The strike was made in a 
new ore body at a depth of 820 feet 
below the surface. A shute has been 
cut at the seventh level, 200 feet above 
and also at the fifth level. At the lat- 
ter place an assay was obtained in the 
breast of the drift in two-feet ore that 
went better than $1,000 per ton. There 
is at least, blocked out In one level 
between the ninth and seventh levels 
$5,000,000 worth of ore." 


Reports of the discovery of fabu- 


lous wealth are not 'the only ones 
reaching this city. Snow began falling 
at midnight The storm that has been 
raging since a week ago is again, jn 
full blast and there have been numer- 
ous snow slides.

The snow 19 packed m great 
drifts in cuts; the wind piles it back 
as fast as the shovelers throw it dut, 
Kokomo is hidden away in banks of 
snow on all side*. Snow slides are 
frequent there, and danger of destruc- 
tion threatens the town 
No trains 


have moved west from Leadville for 
several days. .The storm extends along 
the mountains of Wyoming. The cat- 
tle loss is already great and should 
the storm keep its present fury great 
suffering and losa of life will result.

Americans May Make Blunders, but They Are 


Likely to Be Corrected. 


Havana, Jan. 30.—Four thousand1 pen 


sons, men in their best clothing and*1 


women gayly dressed stood amid a pour- 
ing rain in Paula square yesterday lis- 
tening to six intensely patriotic eulogies 
upon Joseph Marti, the Cuban patriot 
and fir«t president ot the Cuban revolu- 
tionary government. 


A tablet to his memory was unveiled 


at the house where he was born, in a 
street near by, and two societies of 2500 
pepsons. with banners, flags and five 
bauds, marched through the principal 
thoroughfares to the square 


The procession, whose distinguishing 


feature was 500 girls wealing white 
dresses and red liberty caps, started at 
1 o'clock, reaching the square two hours 
later The streets were gajly decorated 
with Cuban and American flags, and 
though the interest "ran high, theie was 
no disorder of any kind. 
i 


Marti'fi widow, mother and sister led 


the parade, with the first Cuban flag 
used by the patriot, which was loudly 
cheered. 


Th» eulogiea contained few references 


to the United Stated or the military ad- 
ministration, and the only two .vitupera- 
tive references to the Spaniards were 
quietly received. Tte tendency of ail the 
speeches-was toward the ultimate inde- 
pendence of Cuba, which the orators 
recognized as a fact not yet accom- 
plished. They declared that all Cubans 
should unite to reach the great end, to 
make their desires'known to the world 
and to claim Independence as a right 
when the proper t)me arrived. 


Juan Gomez, a mulatto with a consider- 


able reputation a* an orator, made the 
best speech of the day He counselled 
firmness, concord and determination as 
means'to gain the coveted independent^. 


"The pow»»r which Bas intervened be- 


tween the old regime and the one we are 
striving for," he said, "is unfamiliar with 
the ways and habits of our race, and 
naturally it Will sometimes blunder in 
its efforts to fulflj its obligations to Cuba 
The Cubans must realize this and keep it 
In mind* They must calmly indicate a 
mistake when it is made and have faith 
that the error will be corrected " 


All the references to Oba libre were 


applauded, andUJ^EarU was held up as 
an. example for all "Cubans. 
A tele- 


gram of salutation was sent to General 
Gomez. 
Only two Spanish flags were 


Dn view throughout the day, one over a

Nature originally intended that tbe 


brown rat should havf one part of the 
earth fcr Hs habitation the blaok rat an- 
other section and tbe white bellied rodents 
a third division. \VhiIo these great na- 
tions overlapped each other a little, their 
boundaries were pretty arbitrarily fixed by 
tbe great oceans and other large bodies of 
water A colony of powerful rats might 
gwlin across tho straits and channels sep- 
arating two islands and thus take posses- 
sion of a new country for their descend- 
ants, but they could not hope to cross the 
Atlantic or Pacific and journey unaided 
from England to America or from this 
country to Australia. ^, 
« 


So it was thut the ships of m«n brought 


about tbe ilrst great change in the distri- 
bution of rats 
From the first tbe rats 


took to ships as ducks take to water. They 
found grain, provisions and water in the 
hulls of the old wooden ships of two cen- 
turies ago, and ever since then they have 
rearud a race of hardy seamen that know 
the ways of the ocean as well as any Jack 
Tar 
They have been traveling back and 


forth to all parts of the earth for many' 
centuries now, and they hnvo created great 
changes in the rot population of the globe. 


This country never bad any typical rats 


until the old black English rat came over 
here on the ships of the early colonists. 
According to tbe best authorities, this ro- 
dont originally came from India, from 
which it has penetrated to every part of 
tbe habitable globe. Wherever ships go 
these black rats are found. In three cen- 
turies they have penetrated to every main- 
land apd island of the tropical, temperate 
and arctic zones 
They have become fa 


miliar objects on all. ships that traverse the 
seas, and they are the wharf rats of every 
seaport In temperate regions tbe English 
black rat is of a bluish black, but in trop- 
ical countries it is often several shades 
lighter 
It is about seven or eight inches 


long, with a tall about one inch longei 
than its body. 


For two centuries this English black 


rut held undisputed sway on tbe ships of 
tbe world's commercial navies, and they 
distributed themselves over the greater 
part of tbe world's surface. Then gradu- 
ally there appnored upon the seas another 
rat, differing materially from the black 
rat 
This alien creature bad a black bod; 


with a white belly 
Sometimes tbe body 


was a reddifrh gray, which made the crea- 
ture look larger and fiercer than it really 
was A trifle larger and stronger than the 
blaok rat, the white bellied or Alexandrian 
rat made war upon tbe English rodents 
Tbe two would never ship upon the same 
vessel There would'be a war to the death 
before the ship left port, and after that 
tho successful race would hold undisputed, 
sway on that particular vessel 
This new 


race of rats came from tbe tropical coun- 
tries 
Every ship-chat started from Gala- 


pagos, Keeling or Ascension island was 
sure to carry away with it a company of 
the v» bite bellied rats. They would board 
the ship as soon as she was tied up at the 
wharf, and the English black rats would 
be ruthlessly destroyed. Then the fiercer 
Alexandrian rats would sail away to un- 
known ports. Itafeon became evident 
tbat they liked wagm countries, and they 
refused to land at any except a tropical 
port 
Thus they have spread to nearly all 


tropical countries, especially in South 
America and our southern states, leaving 
the colder countries for their blaok rivals 


But more recently a third race of rats 


has appeared upon,;-the ships, and these 
threaten to exterminate and displace both 
tbe black and Alexandrian rodents This 
brown or Norway rat is a native of China 
and the interior of Asia 
It is a huge, 


ferocious creature, and wherever It goes it 
destroys all competitors and takes com- 
plete possession of tbe ships or wharfs. 
In its native land It \e a large, powerful 
rodent, and upon tbe ships it attains even 
a larger size Its length is hom eight to 
nine inches, and its body is built on heavy 
lines Neither tbe black nor Alexandrian 
rat is any match for it. So far this large 
brown rat has extended its dominion 
largely over cold countries, and it has 
come in contact chiefly with tbe English 
black rat 
But in tbe warm countries 


where it has been artificially introduced it 
has quickly supplanted all rivals. 


Today the black rats ore not found in 


numbers on vessels sailing from any ports 
where tbe brown or Norway rats have be- 
come establsbed Gradually they are be- 
ing forced inland by their more powerful 
enemies, and, while we find tbe brown 
rats mostly on ships, along wharfs and 
in tbe sewers, tbe black rats are met with 
in bouses under rafters and ceilings. 


Sblpg leaving port for a long cruise ex- 


tondlngover a period of a year or two have 
been known to come into port again wltb 
a cargo of rats so large that tbe stamen 
were unable to put them down 
Others 


havo been taken possession of by the rntg 
and the sailors forced to abandon their 
vessel at sea. So voracious and ferocious 
are the big brown rats that they do not 
hesitate to attack the sailors when pinched 
for food t Consequently, while tbe sailors 
liko to have rats as company on board tho 
ship, they exercise precaution to limit 
their numbers On sailing vessels that are 
out at sea for a long time there are rat 
killing days, when all the sailors join 
forces to destroy the too numerous rodents 


Tbe rats not only prove dangerous to 


human life when allowed to multiply at 
will on shipboard, but they are a constant 
menace to tbe cargo. 


There is a relentless cannibalism prac- 


ticed among the rats themselves, and this 
«lso helps to keep down their numbers. 
Tho largest rats do not hesitate to kill and 
devour the weaker ones 
Thus if tbe 


English black rats were shipped aboard 
with the big brown rats the latter would 
soon kill the former and cat them 
Sim- 


ilarly If a dozen brown ruts were confined 
m a cage tho stronger would boon devour 
tbe weaker and then fight savagely among 
themselves for supremacy. When drifting 
about upon the seas on a disabled wreck, 
the sailors face a danger from the ship 
rats that growi more menacing as tbe 
days go by 
If tbe ship becomes water- 


logged, the rats are forced to seek safety 
on the upper deck*, and, thus out off from 
their food in the hold, tbey watch eagerly 
the starving sailors, Tbey become bolder 
and fiercer as tbe men grow weaker, and 
one day if relief does not come a Tearfnl 
tragedy Is enacted on the wreck.—New 
York Sun. _

Tirst, exhibits of the peoples, manu- 


factures, products and illustrations of 
possible resoAces of the island of the 
Philippine archipelago of the Sand- 
wich Islands, Cuba and Porto Rico; sec- 
ond, live exhibits showing every con- 
ceivable piece of machinery in the oper- 
ation of manufacture, and third, great 
spectacular attractions, which will form 
a very large variety of special features 
for the entertainment of visitors. 


Popular subscriptions aggregating 


$135,000 have been made. • The aim is 
to raise a quarter of a million. A share 
of this money will be placed at the dis- 
posal of the secretary of the treasury to 
defray expense of collecting insular ex- 
hibits. Congress is considering joint 
resolutions recognizing the Great Amer- 
ican exposition of 1809 at Omaha, pro- 
viding for the admission of exhibits 
duty free, and enjoining co-operation 
upon the various departments of state 
looking to the collection of a large va- 
riety of sea island exhibits. In this con- 
nection the ethnological exhibit will be 
most interesting. Types of people from 
the principal islands of the Philippine 
archipelago, of Hawaii and Porto Eico, 
will be shown, as will also their charac- 
teristic apparel, abodes, etc. The expo- 
sition will open July 1 and close Nov. 1.

Them—XUe Mother's Kulo. 


The Armenian gni is little troubled 


with education, beyond household un- 
ties, spinning and needlework—and at 
this last accomplishment she is always 
au expert, especially at embroidery— 
unless, indeed, she attends one of the 
excellent Armenian mission schools car- 
ried on in many towns, where she will 
learn English, French and possibly her 
own language, for Armenians not infre- 
quently adopt the vernacular of tbe 
country wherein they live. She will al- 
so acquire a thirst for fiction, English 
and French. The Armenian girl is deep- 
ly sentimental and likes to read of love, 
and marriage is, of course, the ultima 
Thule of her ideas. This little matter is 
generally arranged by her mother, and 
nowhere are women of more importance 
or hold more weight in the family coun- 
cils. The mother is at tbe head of the 
patriarchal establishment, in which her 
sons, their wives and often her nephews 
and nieces dwell. She rules her sous aud 
BODS' wives, the latter, perhaps, with a 
somewhat severe hand, especially dur- 
ing the first year of their married lives, 
when, except to attend cbnrnh, they 
may not go out, though, when tbe 
daughters-in-law in their turn become 
mothers greater liberty is permitted 
them. 


In more advanced portions of tbe com- 


munity a girl's choice is1 practically un- 
restricted, and it is well that it is so, for 


i the Armenian church strenuously op- 


poses divorce, and the marriage bond is 
only Eolublejiy death. Not infrequently 


| the girl's choice falls upon -an Engligh- 
i man or other European, and many 
| merchants and telegraph officials in 


Persia and Turkey find them excellent 
wives. 


The Armenian national costnme con 


sists of a voluminous skirt of heavy bro- 
caded material, a tight sleeved bodice 
of the same stuff, much embroidered 
about the front, with handsome fihgrea 
silver belts marking tbe waist. The head 
coverings are fichus of fringed embroid- 
ered silk, and a multitude of chains 
and coins hang round tbeir necks. In 
winter the embroidered bodice is ex- 
changed for a wadded one, aud huge felt 
shoes are worn over the ordinary boots 
to keep out tbe biting cold. Though the 
Armenian women do 'not wear veils to 
conceal their features as a point; of re- 
ligion, they not infrequently do cover 
tbeir faces with gauze or a comer of a 
shawl. 


Some of the younger women, however, 


have discarded tbeir native costnme for 
that of London three years ago, and they 
are evidently not quite at ease in their 
newly acquired corsets. They copy tbe 
fashion plates in English papers and 
produce wonderful combinations of pink, 
blue and violet, which are further adorn- 
ed with quantities of brilliant jewelry. 
They are full of curiosity regarding tbe 
life of civilized nations, particularly in 
the matter of marriage, and never miss 
an opportunity of obtaining information 
on the subject —St. Louis Posf-Dispatch.

In Choosing Paintings Get at the Inten- 


tion or tbe Artist. 


"The value of a picture depends upon 


what tbere is in it for its possessor," 
writes William Martin Johnson in The 
Ladies' Home Journal, on the "Selec- 
tion and Framing of Pictures." "A 
painting by an amateur may be more 
piecions in your eyes than one of Ra- 
phael's cartoons. Therefore sell your 
cartoon to tbe highest bidder, aud when 
yon outgrow the little painting buy back 
the cartoon if you have learned to see 
its beauty. 


"No one can tell .you how to under- 


stand art without your seeing it, study- 
ing it, living with it, any more than 
any one can tell you how to tell good 
cloth from bad. Ton must first have had 
experieuce with cloth. Learn a language 
betore you try to converse. 
But do not 


go so far as to imagine that yon muse 
learn drawing and' painting before yon 
can appreciate pictures. The less you 
know about technique the more capable 
you will be of looking at a painting with 
au unprejudiced eye. Get at the artist's 
intention. Does he express an idea to 
yon? Is he interesting in tbe way he 
tells his story? Does he convince you, of 
a truth? If the picture is that of a head, 
does it impress you as having the char- 
acteristics of an individual? Does it 
look like a hnman^ being? Suppose a 
landscape is under discussion—do tbe 
trees sway, the clouds float? Is there any 
atmosphere m the painting? These are 
the tests of a painter's facility with lan- 
guage. But more than this is required 
—it is the intellectuality behind the 
brush. Herein lies tbe difference be- 
tween sublime art and the common- 
place. ''

process was extended to robbers, assas- 
sins, incendiaries and other criminals. 
John Painter, who fired the dockyard at 
Portsmouth, was first hanged and then 
tarred in 1776. From time to time be 
was given a fresh coat of varnish and 
thus was made to last nearly 14 years. 
The weird custom did not stop smug- 
gling or other crime, but no doubt it 
worked some influence as a preventive.

Chairman Hull Counts Upon Passage 


of His Military Bill 


Peace Treaty Will Consume 


Senate's Time This Week. 


Poislbilily That Final Action M»y Be Post* 


poned For an Eitra Sttsloft 


Washington, Jsn. SO.—Interest centers 


in the army bill In the nouae of represen- 
tatives during the early part of this week 
The final vote will be taken at 3 p. m. to- 
morrow. ..dor to thia the debate will 
be under the five-minute rule in the main 
although sufficient time has been re- 
served to give Mr Bailey and some oj 
the leaders an opportunity for extended 
speeches. 


Chairman Hull, of the military com- 


mittee, Is confident the bill will pass, 
saying that the Republican disaffection 
will not exceed eight, while several af- 
firmative votes will come from the Dem- 
ocratic side. The opposition will direct 
its efforts toward having the bill re- 
committed. 


With the army bill disposed of, the 


house will turn its attention to the Im- 
portant river and harbor bill, and then 
to the military academy appropriation 
bill. The river and harbor bill probably 
will have Wednesday, with two hours' 
debate on a side. The military academy 
bill is not likely to take more time than 
is required to read it through. 


No exacj program has been fixed for 


the rest of the week, but Chairman 
Mercer, of the committee on public 
buildings and grounds, has been press- 
ing1 for a hearing on some of the public 
building bills now pending, and he is 
likely to set a day. 
Chairman Lacey 


also wants a day on public land ques- 
tions. 


The Hawaiian bill is the most import- 


ant piece of general legislation which 
will be urged to a hearing, although its 
friends may let it go over until next 
week. 


The bouse continued the consideration 


of the army reorganization bill until 2 
o'clock Saturday, when the member* 
paid their tributes to the memory of th« 
late Representative Simpkins of Massa- 
chusetts. Very little progress was made 
with the army bill, the only amendment 
adopted being that offered by the com- 
•mittee to give veterinary surgeons in 
cavalry regiments the rank, pay and aj- 
lowances of second lieutenants. The 
time before the eulogies began was chief- 
ly devoted to a continuation of the de- 
bate on the advisability of retaining tha 
Philippines. 


The senate will devote practically all 


of the time this week to the considera- 
tion of the peace treaty. Senator Alli- 
son, chairman of the committee on ap- 
propriations, says he will not Interfere 
at ahy tim^ with the consideration of 
the treaty by asking to have appropria- 
tion bills taken up, and as a consequence 
the treaty will have complete right of 
way. 


This week will aee the close of the 


memorable debate, both in executive 
session and In open senate, as the vote 
is set for 3 o'clock a week from today. 
Notice has been given of set speeches for 
every day except today. Senator Berry 
win speak tomorrow; Senator Spooner, 
Wednesday; Senator Rawline, Thurs- 
day; Senator Money, Friday, and Sena- 
tor Chllton, Saturday. 


These speeches will be based upon the 


various resolutions in the general ques- 
tion of expansion, and will be delivered 
in open session. They will, however, be 
practically devoted to the treaty, and 
will afford senator* an opportunity to 
say openly what they would say in secret 
session if the resolutions were not under 
consideration.* There will be e j effort to 
get the speeches in before 2 o'clock each 
day in order to permit the closing of the 
doors at 2 o'clock in accordance with the 
unanimous agreement to that effect, 
when'the treaty will be taken up for- 
mally and the executive consideration 
of the subject proceeded with. 


Senator Bacon and Senator Mason both 


announce their intention of continuing 
their efforts to getautlon upon their re- 
spective resolutions before the vote is 
taken upon the resolution-to ratify the 
treaty, and hope to succeed some time 
during the week. 


The friends of the treaty are still most 


sanguine of success and most of them 
announce that they will accept no com- 
promise Others express a willingnesa 
to accept some such resolution as that 
of Senator Sullivan. Those professing 
to know say it la the policy to force the 
treaty to a vote beforjs taking action on 
any compromise proposition, and that 
if the treaty should by any chance be 
beaten to move to reconsideration and 
then to consider -the question of accept- 
ing some compromise like the Bacon 
resolutions before final adjournment In 
March. Almost a month of session will 
be left after the vote of Wednesday week, 
so that if the senate should prefer to ac- 
cept the treaty with a'resolutlon of con- 
struction and instruction to postponing 
action for an extra session, it could do no.

The sudden death of former Attorney 


General Garland in the chamber at 
Washington where he had BO long prac- 
ticed and in the midst of lifelong friends 
end acquaintances, was the general 
topic of conversation at the capitol the 
other afternoon. In the office of the 
clerk of the court a number of men 
were gathered -who had known Mr. 
Garland well, and several stories were 
told of him. Among personal anecdotes 
related Toy him he was found of telling 
how when a child he had been the sub 
ject of much anxiety to his mother and 
hie schoolteacher. One time, when the 
two were considering his case, the 
schoolteacher, placing one hand on his 
head, said, "Never mind, madam, this 
boy will be attorney general of the 
United States some day." The idea be- 
came firmly rooted in his head, and he 
Bteadily pursued his end. When he was 
at last attorney general, his ambition 
was satisfied. If he could have had his 
choice of the place in which he was to 
die, it is believed he would have chosen 
the supreme court room. 
- Mr, Garland was very fond ,of prac- 
tical jokes and during his term of serv- 
ice in the senate frequently turned the 
laugh on his colleagues. Senators Voor- 
hees and Vest, with whom, he was very 
friendly, finally determined to turn the 
tables. Mr. Garland had a habit, like 
Voorbees, of munching candy, and Vest 
and Voorhees made it up between them 
to take advantage of his fondness for 
sweets to play their trick. They had 
some tempting looking chocolate cara- 
mels prepared with the interior filled 
with brown soap These they took to 
the senate chamber, and Voorhees placed 
them on his desk. The lid being off 
when Mr. Garland sauntered down the 
aisle, he noticed them at once. 


"What have yon there, Dan?" he 


inquired. 


Voorhees looked tip carelessly from 


his writing and responded: "Caramels. 
Help yourself.'.' 


Garland needed no second invitation, 


and picking up two or three placed one 
in his mouth. Steadily he chewed away, 
his face betraying no sign of the conflict 
within him. This alarmed Voorhees. 
who went to Vest's desk and said: 


"He' - rating them, Vest. What .shall 


we do? The stuff will kill him, sure." 


Senator Vest replied that it could do 


no more than make him sick. Garland 
swallowed the stuff, although he was 
foaming at the mouth from the soap- 
suds. He related the incident after- 
ward with great gusto, and said that he 
would have swallowed it if it had killed 
him. 


Mr. Garland once related how, while 


a member of the Confederate senate, he 
and another senator who lived at the 
same boarding house thought they 
would present their landlady with a fin6 
fat turkey. 
Having just drawn a 


month's pay. they started to market 
with their pockets bulging with money, 
all Confederate notes. They selected the 
fattest and most tempting turkey they 
could find, and, to their great dismay, 
found, when they came to pay for it, 
that their combined salaries for the 
month were not sufficient to meet the 
price of the turkey. They compromised 
by spending their salaries in the pur- 
chase of a drink. Later on, when the 
senate was compelled to take refuge in 
gwamps and other places, where it final- 
ly disbanded, Mr. Garland fourd him- 
self without a penny. In company with 
a fellow senator, they walked to the 
Mississippi river, securing food as best 
they could. They induced » friendly 
negro to row them across the river, and 
then walked to Little Eock. Mr. Gar- 
land said he was formerly troubled with 
the dyspepsia, bnt after that walk it 
disappeared and never .bothered him 
again. 


The late David Davis, while in the 


senate, was greatly interested in the 
bill for the establishment of the court 
of appeals. He placed the bill in charge 
of Senator Garland* who was to call it 
up on a certain day. When 'the time 
came, Senator Allison had a measure for 
which he desired prompt consideration. 
He approached Mr. Garland and sug- 
gested that he permit him to call up bis 
bill first. 


"I could not think of it," replied 


Mr. Garland. "The old man would be 
mad." 


"Suppose he consents?" asked Mr. 


Allison. 


"Then it is all right," said Garland. 
Senator Allison soon sauntered toward 


the dais on which Judge Davis sat. 
Climbing the steps he exchanged a few 
trords with Mr. Davis, and, receiving a 
nod in reply, he resumed his seat Later 
he approached Mr. Garland and said: 
"It's all right; the old man says I 


can have the right of way." 


Mr. Garland cheerfully assented, but, 


suspicious of a trick, he took advantage 
of a moment when Senator Allison was 
out of the chamber to see Judge Davis 
himself. 


"Judge," he said, "Allison says yon 


agreed to let bis bill come up first'" 


Judge Davis looked at him a moment 


»nd replied, "Well. Garland, you know 
Allison has as little regard for the truth 
as you hava "—New York Son.

AN ECCENTRIC SHELL. 


Jtrang-e Action of the Projectile Tb»t 


Bit tb« Baltimore. 


Joseph L. Stickney, writing about the 


battle of Manila in Harper's Magazine 
for February, describes the action of a 
60 pound shell as follows: Aside from 
the bad marksmanship of the Spanish 
gunners, there seemed to be an extraor- j 
(Unary lack of killing quality in the 
shells which hit our vessels. There prob- 
ably was never before known such an 
ezperience'as that of the Baltimore. A 


( 60 pound armbr piercing shell, fired un- 
l doubtedly from the Canacao battery on 
1 shore, entered the Baltimore about 3 i 
feet above the upper deck on the star- 
board side, between the after 6 inch gun 
and the 8 pounder mounted on the rail. 
This shell, after piercing two thicknesses 
of steel one-quarter of an inch thick, 
struck the deck and penetrated till it 
reached one of the heavy deck beams, 
which it cracked clear through. It was 
then deflected upward, coming out of 
the wooden deck and tearing its way 
through the steel combing of the engine 
room skylight, again passing through 
two quarter inch plates. As it had been 
turned sideways on rising from the deck, 
the holes it made through thc'ae plates 
were about 18 inches long by 6 inches 
wide—ragged, torn spots, very unlike 
the clean cut punctures made by such a 
shell when entering point foremost. 


Leaving the skylight, the shell, rang- 


ing slightly forward, struck the coil 
cylinder of the port 6 inch gun of the 
quarterdeck, disabling the carriage, At 
last it met an object strong enough to 
resist its attack—the steel shield which 
curved in front of the gun in a com- 
plete semicircle. Following thia curve, 
the shell came out on the forward side 
of the carriage, traveling in a direction 
exactly opposite to its former. course. 
until it reached the starboard side of 
the ship again, where it struck a steel 
ventilator and wab finally stopped. 


In other words, this shell passed 


through one inch of steel, ripped up a 
( 


deck, broke a deck beam and bulged a 
shield about an inch out of ita original 
shape. It crossed the Baltimore from 
starboard Bide to port and back again 
to the starboard side, and yet had hit 
none of the many men engaged at the 
guns near by. It is true it was the 
cause of wounding two officers and six 
men, 
for in its course it exploded two 8 


pounder shells which were lying on the 
deck ready for use in the small gun en 
the Baltimore's rail, but directly it In- 
jured no one, and it is regarded as hold- 
ing the record for eccentric action,

Local trades union men are much 


Interested in a decision of the insur- 
ance commissioners made" public at 
Boston Saturday, by which the prac- 
tice of the trade unions of the state- 
to insure their members against sick 
ness, death, "loss of tools, loss of work 
etc., Is declared illegal. 


The insurance commissioners' decision 


has taken the members j>{ thei trades j 
organizations completely by surprise | 
It bas been the opinion that inasmuch } 
as the trade unions were acting pure-! 
ly in a charitable manner, the "evenut 
for the payment of «ick and death ben- 
efits not having been derived from a 
special tax le-wled for that, purpose 
but taken from the regular per capitfi 
tax. the laws of 1897-98 making it con> 
pulsory for every labor organization 
having an insurance feature to incor- 
porate under the iaws of this state, and 
to report at specified times the fulj 
extent of buiness done, did not applj 
to oroceedings of this kind. The in- 
surance t-ommissioner's decision show* 
this idea to be erroneous.

Hew Device Is Applied to HOUM 


Move* M* FnrBneei M Well •• 
Kaetorr Furnace* — Hie Savins; Im

In a paper, recently read before tbe 


Franklin institute in Philadelphia by 
Paul J. Schlicht somo interesting facts 
concerning a new process of combustion 
wore set forth. The claim is made for 
it that coal bills will be cut in two; 
that fires will not need a tithe the at- 
tention now given them; that it con- 
sumes the smoke, and that a uniform 
temperature can be maintained at all 
times. 


The process appeals to the interest of 


the nonscientific citizen because it 
affects tbe kitchen and the range, and 
consequently the pocketbook of the 
average citizen. But it is also interest* 
ing because it bears on the smoke nui- 
sance and the poisonous coal gas. 


The stove and house furnace and the 


factory furnace are not in the same cat- 
egory. In the former combustion is 
slow, in the latter generally rapid. Slow 
combustion in the stove and house fur- 
nace is usually incomplete with the best 
fuels. Rapid combustion, except as to 
tho volatile portions of fuels, is gener- 
ally complete. Incomplete and wasteful 
combustion' in stoves and furnaces is 
due to insufficient and irregular air 
supply. 


The new process is based on the fact 


that if a current of air is properly in- 
troduced into a chimney or flue through 
which hot products of combustion are 
escaping the air current will flow in a 
direction contj&ry thereto, and becom- 
ing heated in its contact will reach the 
grate, or "sphere of combustion," in a 
condition highly favorable to the union 
of its oxygen with all the combustible 
elements of the fuel. In stoves, honse 
furnacls and other slow combustion ap- 
paratuses all of the air for combustion ia 
supplied on top of the bed of fuel 


In industrial furnaces the desired 


rate of combustion determines the 
quantity of air to be admitted below 
tho bed of fuel, ia addition to the air 
supply on top. In some instances the 
best results are obtained by closing the 
ash pit doors. In other instances, when 
a high rate of combustion is necessary, 
the resistance offered by the bed of fuel 
and 'the air pressure downward through 
the chimney or flue so reduces the air 
pressure ordinarily exerted through the 
open ash pit doors that no appreciably 
,large air supply is furnished upward 
through the bed of fuel, but it is given 
a double air supply most favorable to 
high efficiencies 


In the ordinary process combustion 


is most active over the grate bars, but 
its uniformity is constantly interfered 
with by the varying thickness of the 
bed of fuel and the gradual accumula- 
tion'of ashes. In stoves and house fur- 
naces the losses from the escape of car- 
bon monoxide and other combustible 
gases up the chimney in large quanti- 
ties are tbe result of feeding the air for 
combustion upward under the grate 
bars and through the bed of fuel. 


The purpose of the house furnace and 


heating stove is to maintain the- tem- 
perature of rooms at a degree conducive 
to the comfort and health of their occu- 
pants. An air supply adequate to thor- 
oughly oxidize the combustible elements 
of the fuel would be intfonsistent with 
the purpose of the beating stove and 
house furnace, and would produce,a 
great excess of heat and require the 
burning up of a larger quantity of fuel 
than is now burned imperfectly to meet 
practical requirements Moreover, to 
| maintain fires it is necessary to shake 
down tho ash daily, so as to permit the 
air supply to reach the fnel This pro- 
duces in mild weather a temperature 
that is not conducive to the comfort or 
health of the occupants of rooms so 
heated. 
. It is claimed that by the new process 
the air comes from the top cf the chim- 
ney heated by contact with the escap- 
ing gases, and a constant.supply of this 
heated air flows in contact with the 
combustion product^ and is regulated by 
the quantity of combustion product? 
passing through the flue or chimney. 
This has the effect, it is claimed, of 
maintaining an evenness of temperature 
at all times, of, reducing labor, divert- 
ing poisonous gases into useful work 
and making the coal pile last twice as 
long as under ordinary conditions 


The principle upon which these re- 


sults are secured is that of inducing k 
downward current of air through flue 
or chimney. In the first experiments an 
ordinary parlor stove was used. Every 
crack and joint was carefully sealed 
with asbestus cement, so that tbe air 
supply could only come through the 
chimney. To tbe top of tbe latter is 
placed an attachment called a deflector. 
It is in the nature of n stopper or 
"plug," with spaces at the side to ad- 
mit the downward current of air to the 
bed of coal The result of tbe first ex- 
periment was the maintenance of an 
even beat with a given qnantity of coal 
for a much longer period than by the 
ordinary process. The coal used 
fairly good anthracite, but burning it 
iu the ordinary way produced clinkers, i 
By the new procecn it was reduced to an j 
impalpable powder 
1 


The temperature of the escaping prod- 


pets of combnstiou was low, and there 
was no carbon monoxide in the prod- 
nets. The experiment indicated several 
times greater efficiency than shown ' 
with the Old process. Experiments with 
a factory boiler outfit resulted in re- ! 
dnced coal bills, less ashes and refuse, , 
greater uniformity of steam pressure, j 
reduction of smoke and greater horse- 
power wivn desired.—Chicago Tribune.

LOST IN THi MOUNTAINS. 


When Thl» Dapp'>n«, Ton Keep Cool 


and Hake » Smoke. 


In the first place, one should carry a 


general Idea In one's head of tho mala 
streams, mountains and gulches. In a new 
or strange country this knowledge should 
be obtained at once. On tbo first day out 
of a new camp keep on high ground as 
much as possible; look back frequently, 
so that the country will not appear strange 
when you turn back, and do not try to 
burden your mind with too many siuu'l 
details. 


Simply remember, for instance, that if 


you turn to the luib from the divide ou 
which yon are yon will come into the val- 
ley of the stream on which you are camp- 
ea, but |f ran turn to the right yon will 
come down on to a stream that flows in 
another direction. Also remember that 
your camp is near such and such a looking 
hill, or, better still, that it is in range 
with two mountain peaks. It is always 
better on the first day or two not to get 
out of the valley in which your camp is 
located, but if you should do so, KO back 
the way that you cama Short cuts in a 
new country lose many a hunter 


Always carry a compass, as there is no 


way of telling the points of the compass 
by mfcans of bark or branches that nan be 
relied upon. Remember the direction in 
which your camp is, and then if you get 
really lost, sit down, build a fire and 
make a big smoke. This is supposing that 
you have companions, as no greenhorn 
should be aloiie in camp. Tbey will look 
yon up the next day, and it is better to 
sit by a fire and take it easy than it is to 
run all over the country Every year men 
are lost in the mountain* who, if they had 
kept cool and sat down and made a smoke, 
would have been in camp by noon the 
next day Instead of this tbey lose their 
heads, travel clear out of the vicinity of 
the camp, and sometimes suffer terribly 
or die of starvation before being found.— 
Forest and Stream.

ALPINE HERDSWOMEN. 


Wet* Trowr» Before 


W«N ttaanl Of. 


Long before the days of bloomers 


women on the higher level of the Alps 
wore trousen, and no one thought any- 
thing about it. The Alpine women wear 
the bifurcated garment for utility and 
not for beauty, ai one may judge if he 
er she IIM wen one of them girls. Gome- 
lineis and the Alpine berdswomen are 
far apart, but the style of the garments 
they wear and the hard life that ii theirs 
are at the root of tbo trouble. 


Thene women have little of the grace 


and agiiiry seen in the maidens of Nor- 
way. They will leap across chasms with 
nonchalance, but there is nothing wild 
and free aflPjt their movements. While 
the is talking to yon the Alpine herds- 
woman is quite apt to throat out an un- 
gainly leg, plant a heavy boot on the 
neck of a goat and stand thus while she 
converses. 


With tbo exception of the blacks who 


endure ,a life of hunger in tho interior 
of Africa there is hardly any one in the 
^world who fares so badly as the herd? 
men and women of Switzerland. They 
cannot affort to eat the berries tbey find 
on the mountain side, and tbey cannot 
afford to drink the 'milk supplmd by 
their flocks. Their fare is meat that baa 
been drier], salted and turned into un- 
savory leather, rye bread that is like 
blackened cinders and cabbage stalks iu 
pickle, that contain about as much nutri- 
ment as a walking stick. Hungry as the 
herdswoman may be on her return home, 
she must eat but sparingly of thebo 
dainties, for fear they should come to an 
end before another trip to the valley can 
be made. 


These women breakfast at 2 in the 


morning and then answer the response 
of the cattle lowing at the door of the 
chalet, begging to be attended to and 
driven up to some favorite Alp. They 
eat again some 12 or 14 hours later, 
when the weary tramp back to the 
chalet is about to begin. Between times, 
with sickles, they reap the long, coarse 
Alpine grasses, which are to serve as 
food for the cattle during the winter. 


This grass is bound into bundles as 


large as the women themselves and car- 
ried on tbeir backs down to tho home- 
steads. The winter firewood is brought 
the same way. The ohjlet, the home of 
one of these women, is the most pictur- 
esque of any peasant's dwelling place, 
but inside it is not desirable. It is usu- 
ally perched on the crags of the Ofaer- 
land and is dark,'for the windows are 
constructed not so much to admit light 
as to keep out the heavy snows of the 
winter. In one corner is a low, broad 
platform with sacks of hay aud a con- 
pie of blankets upon it The less luxuri- 
ous dispense with the blankets and the 
herdawoman usually goes to rest in the 
same attire she wore during the day. In 
the autumn, when the cattle are driven 
down for the last time, a dance is given 
by the herdsmen and the women, and on 
these occasions the girls exchange their 
trousers for the usual skirt.—Kansas 
City Timos.

When the presumptive system of segre 


gate confinement enforced at tbe Eastern 
penitentiary aroused the indignation of 
Charles Dickens and bis trenchant pen 
gave e*>ression to bis horror of such pun 
ishmenT, the institution on Fairreonnt 
avenue was given a sinister reputation he 
yond Its deserts 
Since the great novelist 


wrote in terms so severe of solitary im 
prison men t the results obtained by the 
management of tbe prison here have re 
futed in tbe main the strictures passed 
upon tbe Eastern penitentiary 
Penolo 


gists have given tbeir testimony in favor 
of the system which Dickens condemned 
and solitary confinement ia in vogne in 
many of the penitentiaries of the country 
If enforced to tbe letter and a man was 
compelled to sit within a narrow cell day 
after day with nothing but bis own j 
thoughts to occupy his mind, then indeed 
solitary confinement would bo a barbarity 
that would shame civilization and hu 
inanity 
Madness and death could only 


result in tho majority of cases. 


But when tbe convicted man stands be 


fore bis judge to receive bis punishment 
and listens to the words "solitary confine 
menf tbeir terror is lightened by the 
merciful'provision that his loneliness shall 
be relieved by "bard labor " Then, too 
the crowded condition of the Eastern pen 
itentiary requires that two and frequently 
three convicts shall be confined in tbe 
same cell, and the "solitary confinement' 
part of the sentence ia more or less a legal 
fiction. 


While a man bas the company of his 


fellows and the boon of wor^ in the prison 
there is imposed upon him a punishment 
tbe severity and irksomenesa of which can 
only be apprehended in its full force by 
one who has undergone it. The punish 
luent is silence. Throughout tbe day no 
man dare speak to his fellow save of ne 
cessity or by stealth 
To a man who bas 


yielded to temptation and fallen from an 
honorable place in society tbe need of hu 
man syiiiputby, the sound of a kindly 
voice,~a friendly ear into which to pour 
the torturing snrgings of his mind, is most 
necessary and must make this imposed si 
ience terrible to bear. 


Tlie prison authorities recognize tbe se 


verity of the punishment of these long 
brooding hours and the mental strain im 
posed ou the convict 
Many in passing 


the penitentiary in tbe early hours of tbe 
evening must have been startled by tbe 
cries and tumult echoing from behind its 
stone walls and wondered as they hurried 
by if a bloody revolt was going on witbin 
A revolt it is, indeed, that nightly takes 
place, but it is the revolt of overburdened 
hearts, of anguished souls,, and black, evil 
minds against the silence they have writb 
ed under during tbe day From 6 o'clock 
until 9 each night the ban of silence isi 
raised, and the inmates ot the prison are 
free to give vent to the tumult of their 
minds 


Locked therein their cells, the great ma 


jority of tbe prisoners await eagerly tbe 
hour of 6 At the given time pandemoni 
um breaks loose. The corridors echo and 
re-echo to the yells, shrieks and songs of 
the miserable caged men 
Many of them 


have musical instruments, and these add 
their volume to the general discord For 
three hours tbe dm continues, but on tbe 
stroke of 0 the electric lights in (ha cells 
go out, silenca once more broods over tbe 
gloomy place and fortunate the man who 
finds freedom in sleep. —Philadelphia Tele 
graph.

This has at, last reached a point where, in 
some of our ships, the engineers' force 
forms nearly 60 per cant of «ha crew, and 
tho officers whose duty lies entirely with 
the machinery form at least 30 per cent of 
the total number of officers. — Commodore.

WHERE IS THE RESERVATION? 


Condition of the Greylock Commission 


and Causes of Delay. 


A query comes from Pittsfleld in 


rather strong language as to what the 
Greylock reservation commission is 
dioing, and why the matter is not en- 
tirely settled up at once ,so that the 
mountain shall be come a state park, 
ending with the question, "Is it prob- 
able that the Greylock park association 
will in spite of all that has been done, 
retain possession or the land, and 
thereby defeat the project to have it 
converted Into a state reservation?" 


The same question has been asked by 


many in this city during the last few 
weeks, and there seems to be some 
doubt as to the exact situation. The 
work that now lies before the commis- 
sion is the collection of enough money 
to pay George B. Perry of this city, 
the original owner of the land, for his 
share. The old association bought the 
land for ?5000, and Mr. Perry took $500 
of stock. For the remaining |4BOO it 
is understood that Mr. Perry offered 
to accept $1200. 
^ 


The commission has been working to 


raise this amount, and the work of 
collection was11 begun in Pittsfleld.' Un- 
expected difficulty was met in that 
city, and the amount that could be 
raised in this way fell considerably 
short of the amount needed. The com- 
missioners are now sending out letters 
to many of the people" of the county 
asking for the assistance necessary 
in taking advantage of the act of the 
legislature. 


It is understood that the commission 


has been hurried somewhat bymembers 
of the. old association, who are growing 
impatiei1*, but the commission can do 
no more than make every effort to 
se_cure the co-operation of the county 
in paying what is needed on the land.

Other Forgeries on Which He Got Mon- 


ty, Says a Local Writer. 


This la from the North Adams letter 


In the Boston Sunday Globe: 


Charles T. Ralston was sentenced last 


week to two years in the Pittsfleld 
house of correction by Judge Aiken for 
forging the names of A. C. Houghton 
and Foster E. Swift to a note fpr $1800, 
on which he did not obtain any money. 
Some of the friends of Ralston thought 
that he should have been released on 
probation. 


Judge Aiken did not take that view, 


and it is well .that he did not, as many 
people see It. Balaton has publicly 
stated that he did not know that he 
had committed tne forgeries until an 
hour or two after the deed was done. 
This was on the ground that als sys- 
tem was filled with liquor. He might 
have added choral if he had desired. 


It 'can be stated on the best of au- 


thority that Ralston committed other 
forgeries, had the forged notes nego- 
tiated and obtained money on them. 
The innocent holders preferred to keep 
quiet. 


The plain truth is that Ralston has 


been "crooked" for several years* and 
his forgeries were committed with the 
greatest of care and deliberation. 


WENDELL WAS TOO EXPENSIVE. 


PittsfiEld's New rhiel in Trouble. Now 


in Charge of a Keeper. 


W. S. Meserve, formerly proprietor of 
the Pittsfield house, and Colonel Lind- 
say, also a hotel man in New York 
state, were in Pittsfleld Sunday, and 
it Is said they were there looking into 
the Wendell hotel, with a possible view , 
of taking a lease of it. The Wendell j 
has, of late, had several attachments 
put on it, and >a Boston trade paper 
reports such liens placed on the prop- 
erty aggregating some $3800, besides 
a number of attachments made some 
days ago. 


There has been a movement on foot 


to assist Mr. Bowerraan in raising 
more money by mortgage and provide 
for the indebtedness which is -mainly 
for furnishings and supplies for the 
house. A keeper has been in charge, 
representing the deputy sheriffs, tot 
some days past. 


The hotel cost about $150,000 furnish- 


ed, of which the Berkshire Life Insur- 
ance cornpanv has a first mortgage 
and the Berkshire Loan and Trust 
company lias also a mortgage, secuteci 
by other property. It is thought this 
will be brought about, although there 
is a report that the house may go un- 
der another management. 


Pittsfleld regrets that any "ill-luck 


has befallen its popular new hotel 
which was opened only recently, and 
which enjoys the reputation of being 
one of the best in New England. It is 
said that the house is "being run more 
expensively as to servants and at- 
taches than it should be with its pres- 
ent business. This is said to have cost 
more than the present income would 
warrant. The expenses are reported at 
$100 a day, but recently there has been 
some retrenchment.

branch. 


The, amount of new business which 


has been presented to the legislature 
thus far is not equal m amount or im- 
portance to that which has been filed 
during the last five or six years at the 
corresponding period in the session. 
No bill or petition of surpassing im- 
portance has yet been put in.
